Sheep Industry 

Many farmers in Alberta are now

The fact that the day 
of the small farm flock has arrived 
indicated by the fact that the 
Southern Alberta Wool Growers 
ciation now has more than 350 
members, in the place of some 60 
members five years ago. There is 
plenty of room for expansion in the 
sheep industry on the basis of the 
small farm flock idea, however, for 
Canada, as yet, is producing less 
than 5,000,000 dollars’ worth of 
wool, while it imports some 46,000,- 
900 dollars’ worth of woollen goods. 
Farmers who desire to start farm 
flocks are advised to write to the
